ANOTHER DEADLOCK. 


THE CONTEST OVER STRATHAM'S 
NOMINATION RESUMED. 


Senator Hill Makes a Two Hours’ Speech in Opposi- 
tion to Covfirmation—A Lunch Discussed in a 
Committee Room—A Colloguy Between 
Senators Logan and Voorhees. 


— - — 


Wasurxotrox, October 28.—Senate. —The 
president pro tem. laid before the senate 
petitions from two Texan banks relative to 
dank taxation. Referred to the finance com- 
anittee. 

Mr. Morrill called up lis resolution relative 
to the removal of existing railroad depots in 
Washington. Referred to the committee on, 
the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Allison catled up his resclution aythor- 
izing the appropriation committee to conduct 
by the sub-committee the investigation or- 
dered into the disbursements of appropria- 
tions for various appointments. Adopted. 

The senate at 12:25 went into executive ses- 
sion. The undecided contest over the nomi- 
nation for the Lynchburg post-office was at 
once resumed, and an effort will be made to 
dlispose of it to-day. 

The president sent to the senate this after- 
noon only two unimportant nominations. It 
is understood that no others will be sent in 
during the remainder of the present session. 
At 8 p.m. the senate is still in executive ses- 
sion. At p.m. the senate is still in session 
with closed doors. Many of the senators have 
sent out for supper, from which an irference 
is drawn that there is at present no prospect 
of adjournment, 

No further nominations have thus far been 
sent in by the president. 

The senate, immediately after going into 
executive session this afternoon, resumed the 
contest which was begun yesterday over the 
“momination of Clifford Stratham to be post- 
master at Lynchburg, Va. Mr. Hill, of Geor- 
gia, took the floor in opposition to its confirm- 


ation and spoke for two hours. The debate 


was then continued by Messrs. Morgan, Mor- | 


rill, Hoar, Sherman and others at great length, 
the discussion running substantially upon 
the same lines of argument as yesterday, The 
political features of the case and the impor- 
tance attached to its probable bearings upon 
the result of the impending election in Vir 
winia, being, however, more openly and dis- 
tinetly emphasized. 

The speeches were interspersed with a num- 
ber of roll-calls, on motions to adjourn, and 
other dilatory proceedings, and were also di- 
versified by a spirited colloquy between Sen- 
ators Logan and Voorhees, as to which of the

was present, and a call of the senate was 
ordered. <All proceedings were then = sus- 
pended, while the sergeant-at-arms and his 
aleputies were engaged in hunting up and 
bringing in accessible senators; meanwhile an 
elegant lunch was spread in the room of the 
committee on appropriations and the senators 
who had remained at the capitol whiled away 
an hour or two in the pleasure of table and 
other social enjoyment. 

Soon alter » o'clock upwards of 50 members 
were present in the senate chamber, but when 
the vete was taken on another motion to ad- 
journ, it was found that less than a quorum 
responded to their names, as a large number 
ef them were paired with senators still ab- 
sent. At half past 10 o’clock business was 
still suspended, with no indication of any 
speedy break of the deadlock, It is learned, 
however, that a call for a republican caucus 
has been issued for to-morrow morning, which 
seems to render it imptobable that the pres- 
ent contest of endurance, between the 
two parties, will be prolonged through- 
out the night. The conjectured motive 
of the issuance of this call is the desire to dis- 
saude certain representatives from abandon- 
ing the present struggle by leaving the city 
for their respective homes, It is privately 
argued by these republicans that every ad- 
Vantage expected to be obtained by the con- 
firmation of Mr. Stratham’s nomination can 
just as well be secured by his appointment by 
the president immediately after an adjourn- 
ment-of the senate sine die, and as the demo- 
crats threaten to prevent final action upon the 
question of confirmation until after the Vir- 
ginia elections—on the &sth proximo, it is 
contended that persistence in the attempt to 
confirm the nomination may-entirely sacritice 
the principal benefit 
worse than useless, 

Midnight—At 11 o'clock the senate directed 
the sergeant-at-arms to request the utten- 
<lance of senators, Whether in or absent from 
Washington. Telegrams were accordingly 
sent by Mr. Bright to about twenty senators, 
at their respective homes, who have paired 
and ieft Washington.

Grant has been the first and 
the last man at the secret presiden- 
tial conferences. Grant had Arthur as 
fellow guest at General Beale’s 
Sunday, and Arthur called on  CGrent 
and took him to the railroad depot on Satur- 
day when Grant left for New York, a courtesy 
that is almost unprecedented from the presi- 
_ «ent toany one. Grant has been for an im- 
mediate and entire stalwart cabinet. which 
would at once dismiss all of the Gartield ecabi- 
net but Lincoln, who was a Grant delegate to 
the Chicago convention, but not admitted. 
4jrant urged the immediate nomination of 
<onkling, Boutwell, Beale, and others of that 
vositive stalwart type, to the cabinet. He 
velieves that the way to sustain a stalwart ad- 
ministration ‘¢ to make it stalwart boldly 
and let the party understand that CGartield is 
dead, and his policy with him. He wants 
Boutwell and Beale in the new cabinet. 
His love for them is equaled only by 
lis hatred for Blaine and MacVeagh. Senator 
Cameron earnestly antagonized Grant's plan 
for an immediate and entire stalwart cabinet. 
He protested against the immediate retire!

He said that when they could 
take possession of the cabinet and everything 
else in a few weeks after the elections are 
over, Without exposing themselves to rebuke 
by the people at the polls, it would be foolish 
and probably suicidal not to wait. For the 
same reason he urged the appointment for 
surveyor of the port of Philadelphia. It is 
settled that Lucius P. Thompson will not be 
renominated, and that Cameron and Mitchell 
will name the man; but they fear the effect 
on the Philadelphia election of appointing a 
stalwart over Thompson. President Arthur 
is an adroit politician, and he is inclined to 
the side of discretion. He is as uncompro- 
misingly, as bitterly and as aggressively stal- 
wart as Grant, but he will wait until after the 
November elections to begin the work of 
slaughtering the Garfield men. The appoint- 
ment of Morgan, who does not want the — 
is one of Arthur's shrewd devices. It shocks 
none of the Garfield element, as he was ex- 
pected to accept and retire in December or 
soon thereafter, when Roscoe Conkling could 
be ealled to the cabinet, unless Lapham can 
be sent abread and Conkling elected to the 
senate: but Morgan has declined to be made 
a warming-pan for Conkling. Blaine and all 
the Garfield element for the government will 
soon cease to be known inthe administration, 
but it will not be done in time to enable the 
republicans to rebuke stalwartism at the No 
vember elections. 

Judge Cox postponed Guiteau’s trial until 
Scoville stated in his opinion 
the court had’ jurisdiction,. and intimated 
that he would not raise any question on that 
point. 

The district attorney, in opposing the post- 
ponement, said: “Had anything been pre- 
sented upon which the court could act, ex- 
cept the statement of the counsel, that he 
would establish the fact that an insane man 
killed the president?

of the court had taken counsel from the per- 
formance of other engagements.”

They are to 
examine into the subject and report to the 
full committee whether, in their opinion, 
there isenough in the allegations to justify a 
further investigation. It is understuvod that 
four points are made: First, it is alleged that 
on one day whena ballot was taken by the 
New York legislature, only 16 to 52 senators, 
being one less than a majority, were present; 
second, thiat the moral character of one of the 
senators is bad, although no proof or particu- 
lars are given; third, that one of the senators 
procured his election by the improper use of 
money, and by promises of patronage; fourth, 
that Mr. Miller isa monopolist and is inter- 
ested in the manufacture of wood pulp. There 
are altogether about a dozen of these formid- 
able petitions.

‘A NIGHT OF TERROR. 


| ACCIDENT TO A STEAMER ON THE 
MISSISSIPPI. 


The Steamer Gilchrist Becoming Unmanageable is 
Swung Against An Abutment of a Bridge, Which 
Breaks Her Machinery and Turns Vol- 
umes of Steam on the Passengers. 


New York, October 28.—A Herald speqial 
from Davenport, Iowa, furnishes the follow- 
ing: The steamer Gilchrist left this point last 
night in apparently good trim and condition, 
bound for all points up the river, loaded with 
a large and valuable cargo of miscellaneous 
freight, and carrying in her cabins a full list 
of passengers. When the steamer had passed 
under the government bridge spanning the 
Mississippi and connecting the cities of Dav- 
enport and Rock Island the cam rods of the 
engine suddenly gave way, causing the entire 
machinery to become unmanageable and use-

less, 
cent extensive floods, 
unusually rapid. So when the Gilchrist had 
no longer her machinery to keep her bow 
up stream the swiftly running river carried 
the helpless vessel down stream at a rapid 
and appalling rate. Being so near the bridge 
the steamer was thrown with tremendous 
and resistless force against one of the abut- 
ments. As the Gilchrist came in collision 
with the enormous mass of stone she careened 
which caused the weights on the safety valves 
of the steam chest to break from their fasten- 
ing and slide off. The valves no longer hold- 
ingacheck on the steam in the boilers it 
poured outin huge volumes and enveloped 
the hapless crew and passengers, who were 
wildly endeavoring to secure _ life-pre- 
servers in the main saloon = and 
scalded many of them in an awful 
manner. No sooner had the steamer re- 
bounded from the shock of the collision than 
she began sinking, in which condition she

Rock Isutanp, October 28.—Further inteili- 
gence from the scene of the wreck of the 
steamer Jennie Gilchrist are to the effect that 
Seven en” Persons Tir alt were Tost and seven- 
teen saved. The other passengers might have 
been saved if they had yielded to the en- 
treaties of the more cool headed, who went 
among them before the steamer struck the 
vier, and urged them to get on board the 
‘sooall The latter even tried to drag them 
from the cabin, but they were so terror strick- 
enand powerless that they could make noeflort 
to save themselves. The steamer had in 
tow a barge and one flat boat. The latter was 
being pushed at the bow of the steamer while 
the barge was fastened to the port side. There 
seems to be no doubt that the steamer was 
totally unfit for the work expected from her. 
She was heavily laden, and most of the crew 
were drunk. Furthermore, she was merely a 
freight boat and not licensed to carry passen- 
gers. The accident was entirely due to care- 
lessness and liquor, There was a good deal

LAND PIRATES. 


the Pittsburg, For 
Wayne and Chicago Road. 
Special to the Cincinnati Commercial. 

PitrspurG, Pa., October 25.—A most daring 
but unsuccessful attempt was made to rob the 
Chicago express, on the Fort Wayne railroad, 
onits way to this city last night about 12 
o'clock, by three masked men, who boarded 
the train at the junction of the Ohio Central 
railroad, near Bucyrus, Ohio. The men 
were discovered on the platforms of one 
the Pullman coaches by Conductor 
Shallis, who happened to be in the vesti- 
bule. Thinking some passengers were about to 
enter thecar, he stepped out on the platform 
and informed them that the regular coaches 
were forward. When he opened the door the 
gang attempted to force their way into the 
coach, but Shallis bravely stood his ground, 
when one ofthe intrudersdrew a pistol and fired 
several shots. Fortunately the robbers were 
somewhat excited, and the shots failed to 
hurt the conductor. although one ball cut 
through his pants and lodged in the door 
frame of the car. 

During the momentary excitement which 
ensued the thieves forced themselves through 
the door and attempted to carry off overcoats, 
valises and other portable property. The 
conductor, however, alarmed the passengers 
by calling, ‘*‘Look out for thieves,” andina 
moment the male occupants of the car were 
in the aisle. The train robbers did not count 
on any resistance, and seemed to be quite as 
mueh surprised as the passengers. They 
rushed to the other end of the car, and sue- 
ceeded in escaping before any means could 
be adopted for their capture, notwithstanding 
the truin was going at the rate of twenty 
miles per hour. 

A gentleman who was .a passenger on the 
train Was en route from the tar west, and was 
congratulating a fellow-passenger that a civ- 
ilized country had been reached. While he 
was still talking the train robbers made their 
appearance in thecar. In conversatiom with 
a friend in thiscity to-day, he said he was 
never so astonished in his life. He did not 
lose entire control of himself, but the report 
ofa pistol shot, cries of train thieves and 
the rushing through the cars prevented him 
from making any effort to assist in capturing 
the desperadoes. The passengers were 
thoroughly frightened, and an old lady was 
quite ill when the train reached the union 
depot in this city. It is understood that every 
etfurt is being made to arrest the parties en- 
gaged in the attempt, and that officials of the 
road are rendering all the assistance in their 
power. 


Vanderbilt in the South. 
The following is the substance of a long 
article in the Cincinnati Gazette: 
‘*The Ohio railway can be made a very val- 
uable feeder to the New York Central system, 
and is well worth capturing for that purpose 


alone, but Mr. Vanderbilt wants it for a pur- 


pose other than that. He is thoroughly con- 
vinced that the south and southwest are the 
fields for railway enterprise, and the fact that 
the Clyde, Erlanger, Cole, Huntington and 
the Louisville and Nashville company are 
making both reputation and money in their 
schemes for covering the south with their 
systems of roads has made the New York 
Central's ownera little bit jealous of them, 
and he proposes to enter that field himself 
and compete forthe control of the traffic. 
Both heand Mr. Devereux told the writer 
a few days ago that the object in securing con 
trol of the Ohio railway was to give the Cen 
tral aline of itsown toS8St. Louis, and that 
the Cincinnati connection is looked upon 
merely asa part of what is to be his New Or- 
leansjine. New Orleans, they both said, is 
tlie ebjective point, and Mr. Vanderbilt will 
nét rest until he is able to run his own cars 
over his own lines from New York to that 
city; In answer toa question as to how he 
ptoposed to get from Cincinnati to New 
Urieans, a direct answer was evaded, but 
enough was gathered from what was said to 
warfant the assertion that a move will be 
made to em Pg the Erlanger lines. It is be- 
lieved by Mr. Devereux certainly, and most 
likely by Mr. Vanderbilt, that the Erlanger 
folks will very soon find that railroading in 
Anierica is by no means a sure and profitable 
business, and .that if a failure to gather the 
expected yield shbuld occur, they would be 
only too glad to unload. If fact, one of 
the gentlemen referred to openly declared 
that he confidently expected — that 
the Erlanger syndicate would go to pieces al- 
moston the approach of a panic in American 
business circles. Then, said he, the Cincinnati 
Southern, and the other lines which are now, 
or may be at that time, under the control of 
the syndicate, would be almost certain to drop 
into the New York Central’s basket. In fact, 
Mr, V. and Mr. D. are @bl ready and prepared 
foran event of that kind to take place in the 
near future, and very much sooner, they be- 
lieve, than the public think for.”

THE COTTON CROP. 


The Condition of the Growling Staple. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

New Or,eans, October 28.—The following 
is the summary of the Democrat's cotton crop 
specials: 

_Alabama—The reports from a number 
of points indicate that the crop will be about 
86 per cent of that of last year. The weather 
has been very wet and unfavorable for pick- 
ing. About one-half of the crop has been 
marketed. Picking will be over by November 
10th. : 

A. kansas—The yield is 63 per cent of that 
of last year, or 43 per cent of an average crop. 
Vicking will be finished by December 1. 

Florida—The yield is 82 per cent of last year's 
crop. The weather is favorable for picking, 
which will be over by November 15th. One- 
half of the crop has been marketed. 

Georgia—The weather is favorable for pick- 
ing. An average crop will be gathered, Pick- 
ing will be over by November 15th. 

Louisiana—The yield is 58 per cent of last 
year’s crop. The weather is wet and unfavora- 
ble for picking, which will be over by Novem- 
bor 15th. 

Mississippi—The yield is 77 per cent of last 
yearscrops and better than was expected. 
The weather is very wet, interfering greatly 
with picking. Picking will be over with by 
Novermber loth. About 80 per cent of the 
crop has been gathered. 

Tennessee—The yield is 60 per cent of last 
year’s crop. Three-eighths of the crop has 
heen marketed. Picking will beover with by 
November 20th. 

Texas—The yield isabout 58 per cent. Pick- 
ing will be over by December Ist. 


A PHENOMENAL CHILD.

Only Three Vears of Age and Weighs One Nundred 
and Thirty Pounds. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., October 28.—There 
rived in this city to-day a man named Adam 
Castleman, of Casey county, Kentucky. His 
family is with him, one of which is a striking 
curiosity. This isa young boy only three years 
old, 
stockings, measures sixeen inches 
calf of the leg, twenty-six inches 
thigh, forty-two inches around the waist, 
thirty-eight inches around the chest, and 
weighs one hundred and thirty pounds. The 
child weighed but nine pounds af his 
birth, but at six months had inecrcased to 
forty-nine pounds, and then jumped by rapid 
stages to his present enormous proportions, 
The child is bright enough, although physi- 
clans have counseled his parents not to tax 
lnm closely with mental effort. Physically, 
although so huge for his age, he is sound and 
healthy, and makes what might be called a 
waddling cffort at romping around. Cuastle- 
man and his wife, though both of good size, 
are neither of them large, and cannot remem!’ 
ber any ancestor from whom this prodigious 
boy could have inherited his extraordinary 
proportions. They have another child, an 
infant girl three months old, but giving no 
evidences of: following in lerbrcet e.’s foote 
steps.

FOREIGN FLASHES. 


THE RUSSIAN ELECTIONS FOR THE 
REICHSTAG., 


The Strengthenirg of the Liberals—Mr. Gladstone 
Replies to an Address—Arrest of a Prominent 
Member of the Cork Land League—The 
Confederate Bond Boom in England. 


Lonpon, October 28.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
course of his reply to an address presented to 
him at Knowsley yesterday, said the point 
was whether Ireland is to be governed by 
laws made by parliament or by laws known 
and written nowhere except in the 
brains of a few persons and enforced by ille- 
gal, arbitrary and self-appointed associations 
which sought to override by organized at- 
tempt the free will of Irishmen. It wasa 
question between law and chaos. No fewer 
than thirty thousand application forms have 
been issued under the land act, he said, and 
this led him to anticipate future peace and 


to nobody 


prosperity. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, a prominent member of the 
Cork branch of the land league, has been ar- 
rested, charged with inciting tenants not to 
pay their rents in spite of the government's 
proclamation declaring the land league to be 
illegal and criminal. The organized leagues 
of Fermaugh and Leitrim have issued similar 
incitements. An armed band has visited 
houses in the neighborhood of Carrick or 
Shanden threatening rent payers with death. 

Considerable dealings in confederate bonds 
are again reported to-day. The ‘‘dollar’ 
bonds are now 1 pound, 12 shillings, 6d per 
100 pounds, which is a slight improvement on 
yesterday’s price. 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘The chambers 
were reopened to-day. M. Gambetta was 
elected provincial president of the chamber of 
deputies by a vote of 317 against 29 in favor of 
M. Brisson, a vice-president of the last cham- 
ber. The announcement was received amid 
great cheering. The Standard’s Paris cor- 
respondent says Gambetta ran for the presi- 
dency of the chamber in order to test his 
strength with the deputies as a prelude to 
taking the office.’’

The votes cast for each 
of the other candidates were insignificant, but 
the aggregate was sufficient to prevent a ma- 
jority for any one candidate and to render 
fresh ballots necessary. 

The results in 110 election districts have 
been received. In 31 districts second ballots 
are necessary. @fthe successful candidates 22 
belong to the center party, 12 are progressists, 
6 are secessionists, 6 belong tothe party of the 
people, 3 are conservatives, 6 are free conser- 
vatives, 2 are poles, 3 are protestors and 2 are 
patarculurists. Hardly any results of the 
elections in tie country districts have yet 
been received, All the leaders of the opposi- 
tion have been elected, some obtaining twice 
the requisite number of votes, The govern- 
ment have lost numerous seats, both to the 
progressists and secessionists. The social- 
ists huve met with unexpected success in sey- 
eral constituencies. 

The North German Gazette expresses the 
opinion that the result of the election in Ber- 
lin recalls the state of affairsin Paris, where 
the radical element overpowers the true up- 
holders of the state.

General Joseph E. Johnston, the survivor 
ofthe distinguished trio of Virginian sol- 
diers whose names were most prominent in 
between the states, and 
be most proudly cher- 


the great struggle

ished by the southern people, is in the city on 
the business of the Home insurance of New 
York, of which he is president. 

In company with prominent gentlemen of 
the city he rode out yesterday aiternoon, vis- 
iting the works of some of our larger indus- 
tries and renewing his recollections of Char- 
lutte, where his family refugeed in the 
gloomy days of the fall of the confederacy 
und remained after the surrender of his army 
near Greenesboro. 

A reporter of the Observer sent hie card to 
Genera! Johnston, after tea, at the Central. 
The card received prompt and courteous at- 
tention from the distinguished gentleman, 
and he consented to an interview without 
hesitation. 

Having spoken of the impressions which 
General Johnston had received from his ride 
through the city and the many changes since 
the surrender, the reporter desired to know 
something of the progress of the Virginia 
campaign. 

‘There is every prospect of funder success, 
is there not?” 

“Weare in the decided majority without 
doubt. My only fear is from the fact of de- 
fective organization on the part of the true 
people of Virginia. We have no leader to or- 
ganize us as the readjusters have in the person 
of Mahone. Daniel is the first man in the 
state and has been for years. He is decidedly 
the best speaker in cither party. But of 
coifrse he can’t do the organizing of the 
masses, Which is necessary.

Horses and Mules 

The usual course of the mule trade this year 
has been to some extent reversed, analagous 
toastream running back to its source. A 
correspondent of the Southern World, men- 
tions several traders having closed out their 
stocks at New Orleansand other points, bought 
up mules to ship back to Kentucky and fed 
them through the summer. On reaching that 
state the market was so active and they were 
offered so handsome a profit that they sold 
out. 

This argues that mules are becoming more 
universally used every year, and that the low 
prices of a few years ago tended to decrense 
the growth of this class of stock while the 
demand has been increasing. Hundreds. of 
mules were sold from the Georgia plantations 
sinee July to the railroads, and the vacancy 
must be supplied next pane, An increase 
in the price of cotton will be followed by an 
effort for a cotton crop and this will create a 
demand for mules by thousands. This 
correspondent says ten thousand mules and 
horses were bought in Georgia in the winter of 
1870-80. Over twenty-five thousand mules and 
horses arrived at Atlanta from September 
1879, to June, 1880. He also predicts that the 
drouth in the west will precipitate them on 
the market far in excess of the demand, while 
the high price of food here will be sure to 
demoralize the market, so that losses will 
very much exceed profits. 

This correspondent draws a rather gloomy 
picture of the situation, and believes turther 
that mules will be higher in January next 
than at any time in ten years past, and horses 
that yary from common to good common will 
be cheaper from October to February than 
they have been in a long time.

Thousands and tens of thousands of poor people 
are kept away by the rates charged for railroad fare. 
The State road has putitsrates at about two and a 
half eents per mile each way, tickets good for ten 
days, and I think the other roads entering Atlanta 
have about the same rates. I suggest that all roads 
entering Atlanta would benetit the exposition and 
themselves by putting their rates down to one cent 
per mile each way, with tickets good for six days. 
There are many who would go two or three times, 
aud many thousands who will not go at present 
rates who would go on such rates, and the various 
roads would gain instead of losing by the above 
pian. 

Let them invite travel, instead of driving it off. 
Notonly would the citizens of Georgia come en 
masse, but Tennessee, Alabama, and adjoining 
states pourin until Atlanta would be fullto over- 
flowing. I have heard this subject generally dis- 
cussed, and daily hear the expression,**well the rail- 
road don’t want usto go, and wecan stay away.” 
The people feel aggrieved at the present course of 
the various roads, and as crops here are short and 
money tight, I think the roads would not only 
benefit the people, but themselves, in making such 
reduction of rates as to induce the peopie at large 
to come down and attend the great jubilee.

Itis estimated that it will take twenty mil- 
lion bushels of corn to make the meal required by 
the classes who subsist on corn meal and pork.

Mining Affairs in Lumpkin County, Georgia. 
DAHLONEGA, October 27.—Editors Constitu- 


tion: Gold mining in the Lumpkin region of 
the Georgia gold belt is now a fixed and per- 
manent business, as much so as cotton or iron 
manutacturing. For many years mining was 
followed simply for what was in sight, and 
the rudest processes were used in the cheapest 
fashion, and only that quality of gold that 
Was Casy to save, Was gathered, so that a large 
percent was lost.

King Alfonse was added to Mr. Alexander's 
stud after leaving the turf. He wis sired by 
imported Phaeton, out of Capitola, by Vandal, 
out of a daughter of Marquise and Mistletoe, 
and Phaeton was a son of the famous King 
Tom and a noted mare called Merry Sunshine.
